Nixon administration, invoking 
an unnoticed loophole it gave it- 
self two weeks ago, has asked 
Congress to take a new ap- 
proach to finding Illegal money 
in foreign bank accounts. 


It wants to give the Treasury 


secretary absolute power to de- 
cide what bank records are 
kept. 


Eugene T, Rossldes, an assist- 


ant Treasury secretary, submit- 
ted the administration's bill 
without notice Thursday to the 
House Banking Committee. The 
panel has been considering an- 
other bill submitted by Chair- 
man Wright Patman, D-Tex,, 
and opposed by the administra- 
tion after some initial stum- 


Patman said the'faJmlnistra- 


tion bUl was an effort by Ros- 
sldes to "gut. the objectives of 
the bill before, accommodate all 
the desires ot the financial com- 
munity and protect the ogo" of 
Rossldes and the administra- 
tion. He set another meeting tor 
next Tuesday. 


The measure, submitted after 


Treasury and committee staffs 
could not agreo on ways to 
amend Pattnan's bill, follows 
the outline Rossldes presented 
in testimony March 2, but not 
the way it was Interpreted then.
